Joplin, Mo., May OI.—Missouri 
will build 6,000 miles of new state 
highways within

years, according to John M. Ma­ 
lang, secretary of the state high­ 
way board, who 
recently 
visited 
this city. The secretary stated that 
$9,300,000 was available from fed 
etal aid, not including state road 
funds. 
He 
declared 
that construction 
would he started at once, adding 
that t ie state lias been divided into 
six 
districts 
with 
the 
following 
headquarters^; 
Springfield, St. Jo­ 
seph, Sedalia and Pacific . Head­ 
quarters 
for 
the 
northeast anti 
southeast districts have 
not 
yet 
been named. 
Preference in employment of la­ 
borers on the new roads will be 
given 
honorably 
discharged 
sol­ 
d ie rs , sailors and marines, aecord- 
jing to the road law passed by the 
last legislature. 
“The 
highway 
hoard.” Mr. Ma­ 
lang said, “with the recommenda­ 
tions of tin* state highway engineer, 
divided the state isto six divisions 
or districts anti appointed a resi­ 
dent engineer 
for 
each 
district, 
who will have charge of the district 
bt* represents. 
His first duty will 
be to view the roads that will come 
within tlu- 6,000 
mile 
system- 
such roads will receive $1,200 p e r 
mile including cost of survey, lie** 
of cost to the county subdivision 
or interested parties. 
“After the district engineer has 
i viewed 
I he 
road, he w ill recom­ 
mend to the state highway engi­ 
neer his finding and. if in the judg­ 
ment of the highway engineer, th * 
location is a proper one and the 
road should be improved, that of­ 
ficial will recommend such location 
to the highway board. 
After th * 
board approves the location recom­ 
mended that survey be made, an es­ 
tim a te of the cost of the road will 
be found.
